l. fan part of the Agency’s effort in recruitment 
of qualified SLIKT Engineers, Scientists, and Specialists, 
it is believed that contact can be made with a large number 
of graduate engineers through the registrars of various 
universities anc colleges. For example, the Milwaukee 
School of Engineering is known to publish a biographical 
register which contains individual sheets describing the 
background and academic Qualifications of all of its 
graduates, both of the engineering school 8S degree grad- 
uates as well as those who take the technical certification 
program. 


2. It is reouasted that contact be made with the 
Milwaukee School of Engineering to obtain the latest pub- 
lished volume of biographical information concerning their 
graduates, and, in addition, to obtain copies of this 
msblicatlon for classes up to and including four years 
back, i.e. , the classes of 1962, 1961, 196 V, ant 195#. 

These earlier volumes are of interest because it is known 
that individuals who have bean out of school fro* one to 
four years will frequently bo amenable to considering a 
change. Therefore, it might bo timely to contact them even 
though the contact will com© through their original home 
address. 

3 . If past practices have been followed by the registrar 

at the Milwaukee School of Engineering, it is easily possible 
to establish the relative standing of students in the various 
classes a factor which is very helpful in selecting candi- 

dates* names. 
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4* In addition, it is suggested that contact by made 
with the registrars of other universities, such as Purdue, 
Cincinnati University, Came, Georgia Institute of Technology, 
Caraiege Institute of Technology, and other schools of 
similar caliber to determine whether electrical engineers, 
physicists, etc. graduate data sheets may be made available. 

5. It is requested that all names and information 
collected under this program bo made available to the Office 
of the W/M for further evaluation sad exploitation.
